1. These regulations, may be called the Indian Boiler (Amendment) Regula- 
tions, 1971. 

2. In the Indian Boiler Regulations. 1950 (hereinafter referred to as the said

3. In the said regulations, in Chapter I — General Requirements, Application of 
Standard Condition.s and Exceptions thereto, after, regulation 3, the following 
regulation shall be inserted, namely: — 

“3 A. Notwithstanding anything contained in these regulations, the inspect- 
ing authority may inspect any boiler meant for export during the 
.stages of its construction so as to comply with the requirements of ' 
any foreign Code and grant a certificate in Form II-A,” 

4. In the said regulations, after Form II, the following Form shall be inserted,

G.S.R. 1043. — -In exercise of the power* conferred by sub-section (7) of Sec- 
tion 5D of the Employees’ Provident Funds and Family Pension Fund Act, 1952 
(19 of 1962). the Central Board, with the approval of Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Ei^loyees’ Provident Fund 
(Grant of Advances to Officers and Stall, other than (Commissioners, fqr Build- 
tng/Purchasing of House) Rules, 1965, namely:— 

1, (1) These rules may be called the Employees’ Provident Fund (Grant of 
Advances to Officers and Staff, other than Commissioners, for Building/Purchas- 
ing of House) Amendment Rules, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication ip the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Employees’ Provident Fund (Grant of Advances to Officers pnd Staff, 
other than Commissioners, for Building/Purchasing of House) Rules, 1^05,— 

(1) in rule 6 — 

(a) in condition (1), for the portion beginning with the words "The costs 

of the house to be built/purchased’’ and ending with the words, 
letters and bracket "it does not exceed Rs. 20,00()’”. the following 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

"The total cost of the house to be built/purchased (including the cost of 
residential plot) shall not exceed seventy-five times his monthly 
pay or Rs. 1,00,000, whichever is less, and the applicant shall not 
have availed himself of any loan or advance for the acquisition of 
a house from any other Government source, such as the Depart- 
ment of Rehabilitation, or a Central or State Housing Scheme. 
Advances may also be granted in cases where the cost of the house 
to be built/purchased (including the cost of residential plot) does 
not exceed Rs. 30,000 even though it may exceed seventy five 
times the pay of an employee”; 

(b) in condition 2, for the words “not exceed sixty times”, the words "not 

exceed seventy-five times” shall be .substituted; 

(2) in rule 6, — 

(a) in clause (1), for the brackets and words “(excluding the cost of land)” 

the brackets and words “(including the acquisition of a suitable plot 
of land for the purpose)” shall ibe substituted; 

(b) in paragraph (a) of the proviso to clause (lA), — 

(i) for the figures "48”, the word "sixty” .shall be sub.stituted; 

(ii) for the words and figures “or Rs. 35,090.00”, the words and figures “or 
Rs, 60,000” shall be substituted; 

(c) in clause (2) 

for the proviso, the following proviso shall be substituted, namely: — 

“Provided that the total cost of the existing structure including land 
and the proposed daditions and expansions does not exceed seventy- 
five times his monthly pay or Rs. 1,00,000, whichever is less. 
Advances ipay also be granted in cases where the total cost of 
existing structure (including land) and the proposed additions and 
expansions dges not exceed Rs, 30,000 even though it may exceed 
seventy-five times the pay of an empoyee”; 

(3) in rule 7 — ■ 

(a) in sub-rule (2) — 

(1) lor the figures “48”, the word "sixty” shall be substituted; 
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(il) for the wprds, figures and brackets “Rs. 36,000 falling under rule 6(1) 
above and Rs. 12,500 in cases falling under rule 6(2) above”, the 
following words, figures and brackets shall bo substituted, 
namely:— 

"Rs. 60,000 in cases falling under sufb-rule (1) of rule 8 and Rs. 15,000 
in cases falling under sub-rule (2) of rule 6”. 

(b) in sub-rule (4), for the portion beginning with the words “in the case 
of construction in rural areas” and ending with the words “cost of 
enlarging living accommodation” the following shall be substituted, 

namely: — 

“In the case of construction in rural areas the amount of the advance 
wiU In no case exceed 80 per cent of the actual cost of_ the land 
and construction of the house or the actual cost of enlarging living 
accommodation” ; 

(4) In rule 8— 

(a) in sub-rue (1) — 

(i) before clause (B), the following clause shall be inserted, namely: — 

“(a) An advance required partly for the purchase of land and partly for con- 
structing a single storeyed new house or enlarging living accommodation in an 
existing house shall be paid as follows: — 

(i) An amount not exceeding 20 per cent of the sanctioned advance will be 
payable to the applicant for purchasing a developed plot of land on which con- 
struction can commence immediately gn receipt of the loan, on his executing 
an agreement in Eorm No. 6 or 7, as may be applicable, for the repayment of the 
advance. In all cases in which part of the advance is given for tiie purchase of 
land, the land must be purchased and the sale deed in respect thereof produced 
for the inspection of the sanctioning authority within two months of the date on 
which the aforesaid amount of 20 per cent is drawn, or within such further time 
as the sanctioning authority may allow in this behalf, failing which the applicant 
shall be liable to refund, at once, the entire amount to the Organisation together 
with interest thereon. 

(ii) An amount equal to 30 per cent of the balance of the advance will be 
payable to the applicant on his mortgaging in favour of the Chairman the land 
purchased by him along with the house to be built thereon where such mortgage 
is permissible under the term of the sale of land. In cases where the terms of 
sale do not vest the title in the purchaser till a house is erected on the land, 
the applicant shall execute an agreement with the Chairman, in Form 8 agreeing 
to mortgage the land, together with the house to be built thereon, as soon as the 
hou.''e ho=- been built and the title to the property is compete. 

(ill) An amount equal to 40 per cent of the amount remaining after deducting 
from the sanctioned amount of advance, the instalment given for tho purchase of 
land, will be payable when the construction of the house reaches plinth level. 

(iv) The balance of the sanctioned advance will be payable when the con- 
struction of the house reaches roof level provided the saiictioning authority is 
satisfied that the development of the area in which the house is, bunt is complete 
in respect of amenities such as water supply, street lighting, roads drainage and 
sewerage.”:— 

(ii) after clause (B). the following clau.se shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(C) An advance required partly lor the purchase of land and partly for con- 
.structing a double storpyed now house" or enlarging living accon^modation in an 
existing house shall be paid as follows — ■ 

(i) An amount not exceeding 15 per cent of the sanctioned advance will be 
payable to the applicant for purchasing a developed plot of land on which con- 
struction can commence immediately on receipt of the loan on his executing an 
agreement in Form No. 6 or 7 as may be applicable, for the repayment of the 
advance. In all cases in which part of the advance is given for the purchase of 
land, the land must be purchased and the sale deed in respect thereof produced 
for the inspection of the sanctioning authority within two months of the date on 
which the aforesaid amount of 15 per cerit is drawn, or within such further lime 
as the sanctioning authority may allow in this behalf falling which the applicant 
shall be liable to refund at once, the entire amount to the Organisation together 
with interest thereon. 
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(il) An amount equal to 25,ner cent of the balance of the advance will be 
payable to the applicant on his mortgaging in favour of the Chairman, the land, 
purchased by him along with the house to be built thereon, where such mortgagp 
IS permissible under the terms of the sale of land. In cases where such mortgage 
is not permissible the provision contained in the last sentence of sub-clause (ii) 
of clause (A) of sub-rule (1) of rule 8 will apply. 

(iii) An amount equal to 30 per cent of the amount remaining after deducting 
from the sanctioned amount of the advance, the instalment given for the pur- 
chase of land, will be payable when the construction of tjie hojrse reaches phnth 
level. 

(iv) A further amount not exceeding 26 per cent of the amount remaining 
after deducting from the sanctioned amount of advance the Instalment given for 
the purchase of land. wUl be payable when the roof of the ground floor has been 
laid. 

(v) The balance of the sanctioned advance will be payable when the roof of 
the first floor has been laid i/rovlded the sanctioning authority is satisfied that 
the development of the area in which the house is built is complete In respect of 
amenities such as water supply, street lighting, roads, drainage and sewerage.”;
